mediately for the siitV. riiu; it is proposed to gather 
material for the |)reparation of legislation by On 
gresa to establish a Federal employment bureau to 
serve as a eloaring house for public and private 
agencies. 

Stories of suffering, particularly in New York 
City, where 2.'in.(l()0 men and women, many of them 
with little <'hibiren dependent niion them are re 
ported out of einiiloymenl witii only eharity to 
keep them frniii starving and freesing, stirred the 
Comiiiissiiui to ai'lion. 

' ' lliindri'ds of t liousands of men, in dust rious and 
auxiouH to work are either out of employment or 
without assurance that their jobs will oontinue an 
other week or another day," said chairman F. I' 
Walsh. 

"'h'oups numbering from lUO to 1,(X)0 aland on 
the docks outside our great industrial plants, each 

mornin<; at (I u'clm k bopint? the foreman will pull 
them out of the line iuid put them to work. Tln-y 
are thankful if they ^^ct only a few hours employ- 
ment. 

"Poorly nourislicil and tliinlv i lad these men 
gather each morning for the foreman's in.speetion. 
submit to his rapid scrutiny and then many drift 
away to the cheap saloons or cheap lodging houses 
to wait for another chance. 

"None can sec this spectacle without realizing 
that here is something soeiety cannot afford to tol- 
crafi'. .\ti eni)>loyer never thinks of layins; oft' his 
bookkeeper or elerk after employing him 3 or four 
hours in a day or 3 or 4 days in the week. The 
prolileni of eontinuons employment for laborers is 
more difTli-ult but it is a problem that must b(> solv- 
ed if wi' are to cheek the inerea.se in our great 
army of hopeless, homeless men."

After the lapse of about one hour 

and ten minutes our ship was uscor 
tained to be in a sinking condition, 
the enemy 'a abell having exploded in 
our side and between decks, opening 
large apertures, through which the 
waters rushed with great rapidity. For 
some few minutes I had hopes of be- 
ing able to reach tho French coast, for 
which jiurpose I gave the ship all steam 
and set such of the fore and aft sails 
as were available. The ship filled so 
rapidly, however, that before we had 
niade pro^'ress the fires were extinguish- 
ed in the furnaces and we were evident- 
ly on the ]ioiut of sioking. 1 now haul- 
ed down my colors, to prevent the fur- 
ther destruction of life, and dispatched 
a boat to inform the enemy of my condi- 
tion. 

We now directed all our efforts to- 
ward saving the wounded and sueh of 

tbe boys of the ibip as were unable 
to swim. These were dispatched in 
my quarter boats, tbe only boats re- 
maining to me, the waist boats having 
been torn to pieces. Some twenty miu 
ute» after my furnace fires had beea 
e:ktinguisiied, and when the ship was on 
the point of eettlin^, every man, in 
obedience to a previous order which 
had been given the crew, jumped over 
board and endeavored to si>e himself 
There was no appearance of any boat 
coming to me from the euoiny until 
utter my ship went down. Fortunately, 
however, the steam yacht Ueerhouud. 
owned by a geutleiiiun of Iianoashire. 
Kugland — Mr. .lodii Lancaster— who 
was himself on board, steamed up in the 
midst of my drowning men and resi ued 
a number of both otticurs and men frmn 
tho water. 1 was fortunate enough my 
self thus to eacnpe to the shelter of tlie 
neutral flag together with about forty 
others all told. The balance of tlie cicw 
were picked up by the enemy and by ii 
couple of French pilot boats, which 
were also fortunately near the scene of 
action. At tbe end of the engagement 
it was discovered by those of our otR 
cers who went alongside of tbe Kear- 
sarge with the wounded tbat her mid 
ship section on both sides was thorough 
Iv iron-coated, this having been don» 
with chains constructed for the purpose 
placed perpendicularly from the rail to 
the water\ edge, the whole covered 
over by a thin outer planking, which 
guv* no Indication of the armor be 
neath. This planking had been ripped 
of in every direction by oar ahot and

The officers and men of the Alabama 
behaved ateadily and gallantly, and, 
though they lost their ship, they did not 
lose their honor. Where all behaved so 
« ell, it would be invidioua to particular 
i/c, but I can not deny myaelz the pleas 
ure of saying that Lieutenant Kell de- 
scives great credit for the line condi- 
tion in which the ship went into action 
with regard to her battery, magaaine 
iiuU shell rooms, and he rendered the 
.'omniandir great assistance by bis cool- 
ness and judgment as the fight pro 
ioeded. Our loss in killed, wounded and 
ilrowned was 40, to-wit: 9 killed, 10 
drowned and 21 wo.inded. Every one 
of the wounded men were saved. They 
wire jiassed carefully into a boat and 
sent otl' to the enemy's ship before thi 
Alabama made her liiial plunge into tb ' 
sea. A brave ollicer, Surgeon D. il 
Llewellyn, of \>iltshire, Jilnglaud, a 
grandson ot Lord Herbert, lost bis Iif 
by drowning. It was bis j'rivilege to ac- 1 
c 'mjiaiiy the wounded men in the boat^ 
ti' the keursurge, but he did not do so 
He remained and took his chance ot es 
cajie with tbe rest uf his brethren-in 



WAUCBD OFF WITH A 
LOOOMOTXVB 

The mo.st successful and at the same 
time the .mist unusual civil service ex- 
amiiiatiiiii known uf, occurred during 
the Civil War. The Confederacy was 
very mucn in need of a railway locomo- 
tive in order to operate their wupply 
system. It was in 1804 and they had no 
means to buy an engine, so the invar- 
iable alternative arose — cajdure one. A 
baud of 100 men was selected from 
Lee's array and placed under the com- 
mand of a big six-foot-four Ueorgian, 
who had been a foreman of a itone 
quarry, and was more or leu akilled in 
the uae of derricks, ete. He took bia 
men up into Maryland, and they tore 
up a section of the Baltimore k Ohio 
Railway bracks, flagged the next train, 
aiHt, with nothing ou earth save plenty 
of rope, those 100 men carried the loco- 
motive fifty-two milea Over hllla. 
across streams, through boga vbA 
woods, and until they atruek a rail- 
way the Confederacy had built. Then 
they ran tbe eneine down to Virginia. 
When John W. Garrett, tbe preeideat 
of tbe Baltimore & Ohio, heard of tb* 
feat he -wouldn't believe it. He went« 
out and personally inspected the Men0( 
went over tbe route and declared it 
tbe most wonderful feat of engineering 
e\er acc jiii[dished. After the war he 
dile^ated a man to dud the leader of 
tbe band. He was located in Ueorgia. 
Mr. Ciarrctt sent for him, and, on the 
st length of that single feat made him 
.eadmaster of his system of railroada.

DRASTIC INSURANCE RILL 

Paaaed By The Bouae Impowering 
SUte Board To Fix All Bates. 



Frankfort, Ky.. February 11. — The 
House of RepreHentatives, late Friday, 
by a vote of 52 to *J5, paased the Qlenn 
(I'rccn bill, which empower! the State 
IiiHOrani-e bward to fix a flat rate on 
lire insurance, and which creates a 
special fund of 1100,000 to be used in 
putting the law into affe«'t. There was 
opposition to the measure, those who 
opposed it, fighting for delav. a nuni 
ber of amendments being offered. How 
ever, the bill was little changed from 
ith original form. Under the law the 
Kilting board is given power and au- 
Ihurity to employ agent.i and experts. 
The Democratic roembara of the House 
unanimously refused to make the State 
Rating board a non-Partisaa or Bipart 
isan board.
